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GENERAL REGULATIONS 


1. By an agreement between the University of Toronto and the De- 
partment of Education of Ontario graduates in Arts in certain specified 
honour courses may be certified as having completed the academic re- 
quirements for admission to the High School Assistants’ courses, Type 
A, at the Ontario College of Education. Graduates in Arts in the Pass 
Course, the General Course, and in honour courses other than those men- 
tioned above, and graduates in other faculties and departments, such as 
Applied Science and Engineering, Forestry, and Agriculture, on complying ° 
with the conditions laid down in each case, may also be so certified. (See 
page 12.) 

2. The High School Assistants’ certificates, Type A, authorized by the 
Department of Education are as follows: Classics, Latin and Greek, Latin 
and French, English and French, English and Latin, French and German 
or Spanish, English, History, Mathematics, Mathematics and Physics, 
Science, Home Economics, Commerce, Agriculture, Art and Crafts, 
Physical Education, and Music. 


3. The academic requirements for admission to the High School Assis- 
tants’ courses, Type A, are set forth in the various schedules to be found 
in the pages of this pamphlet. Each graduate who seeks standing under 
these regulations should communicate directly with the Registrar of the 
University in order that his case may be considered and his particular 
conditions defined. The ruling given to a graduate may be subject to 
revision if the graduate fails to complete at least one of the prescribed 
courses within a period of three years from the date of the ruling. 


4. Attendance at the University during regular sessions is compulsory 
for the subjects and laboratory courses indicated in the following schedule: 
English —all honour subjects of the Third and Fourth Years. 


French all honour subjects prescribed under the following 

German headings:—Latin and French, English and French, 

Spanish French and German or Spanish. 

History —such courses as may be specified by the department 
of History in each individual case. 

Science —all laboratory courses. 


For all other subjects attendance is strongly recommended. 


5. Graduates desiring to complete the academic requirements for 
admission to the High School Assistants’ courses, Type A, must write at 
the annual examinations in May. The examination standard required is 
66 per cent. in each prescribed subject and this percentage must be obtained 
at one examination. When two or more prescribed subjects are written 
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at one examination, standing will be granted in those subjects in which the 
candidate has obtained an average of 66 per cent. provided he has also 
obtained at least 50 per cent. in each subject. 


6. A graduate in Arts holding a Degree without Honours in one of the 
specified honour courses, may complete the academic requirements only 
by re-writing the Fourth Year examination in the honour course and 
securing at least 66 per cent. 


7. The conditions under which the graduate of another university may 
complete the academic requirements as prescribed by the University of 
Toronto may be ascertained by submitting to the Registrar of the Uni- 
versity an official transcript of his record showing in detail the courses 
taken and the standing obtained in each, together with a calendar of the 
university concerned. 


8. While all references are to the courses described in the Calendar 
of the Faculty of Arts for the session 1947-1948, it is understood that 
a candidate will write upon the examination papers provided for regular 
undergraduates in the session in which he presents himself for examination. 
Thus slight variations, chiefly in texts prescribed, may occur from session 
to session in the description of the courses concerned, but the standards 
of the courses will not be affected by these variations. 


9. The general regulations of the Department of Education respecting 
High School Assistants’ certificates, Types A and B, and Inspectors’ cer- 
tificates will be found on pages 12 to 14.

Admission to the High School Assistants’ course, Type A, in Physical 
Education as well as the Elementary and Intermediate courses in Physical 
Education will be granted to students (i) who hold the degree of Bachelor 
of Physical and Health Education of the University of Toronto or who 
hold the diploma in Physical Education of the University of Toronto, with 
a final standing of not lower than 60 per cent., or (ii) who are otherwise 
qualified to enter the High School Assistants’ course, Type B, and have 
completed the two-year normal course in physical education of the Mar- 
garet Eaton School, with a final standing of not lower than 60 per cent. 
Further information regarding certificates in Physical Education may be 
obtained from the Calendar of the Ontario College of Education. 


ART AND CRAFTS 


Admission to the High School Assistants’ course, Type A, in Art and 
Crafts as well as the Elementary and Intermediate courses in Art and Crafts 
will be granted to students who hold the degree of Bachelor of Arts of the 
University of Toronto obtained in the honour course in Fine Art or in Art 
and Archaeology with a final standing of not lower than 60 per cent. 
Further information regarding certificates in Art and Crafts may be 
obtained from the Calendar of the Ontario College of Education. 


MUSIC 


Admission to the High School Assistants’ course, Type A, in *Vocal 
Music as well as to the Elementary and Intermediate courses in Vocal 


Standing of 60 per cent. in any of the honour subjects of this sub-section will 
be sufficient if obtained on or before June, 1946. 

*A candidate shall in addition optain a minimum of 75 per cent in a qualifying 
examination in Music, both written and practical, to be held at the Ontario College 
of Education annually during the first week of the Session, before he is admitted to 
the High School Assistant’s course, Type A, in Vocal Music. 
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Music will be granted to students (i) who are otherwise qualified to 
enter the High School Assistants’ course, Type B, and hold the degree of 
Bachelor of Arts of the University of Toronto obtained in the Honour 
course in Music with a final standing of at least sixty per cent, or (ii) who 
are otherwise qualified to enter the High School Assistants’ course, Type 
B, and hold any one of the following: 
the degree of Bachelor of Music of the University of Toronto; 
the teacher’s or performer’s diploma in Singing of the Toronto 
Conservatory of Music; 
the School Music certificate of the Toronto Conservatory of Music; 
the Special Music certificate of Queen’s University; 
the Associate Vocal (teacher’s) diploma of the Western Ontario 
Conservatory of Music; 
the Special Music certificate of the University of Western Ontario.

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PROVISIONS OF THE 
DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


ACADEMIC, STANDING FOR HIGH SCHOOL ASSISTANTS’ 
CHRTIFICATES,TYPESrAVAND?S 


The Department of Education of Ontario has approved the following 
provisions with respect to the academic standing necessary for admission 
to the courses for High School Assistants’ Certificates, Types A and B, in 
the Ontario College of Education. 


I. HicH ScHooLt ASSISTANTS’ CERTIFICATES, TYPE B 


A candidate for admission shall submit with his application his certi- 
ficate of graduation as Bachelor or Master of Arts, Bachelor or Master 
of Science, Bachelor of (Commerce, Bachelor of Science in Agriculture, 
Bachelor of Applied Science, Bachelor of Household Science, or Bachelor 
of Physical and Health Education, from a British university, after a 
regular university course approved by the Minister of Education as to 
admission requirements and as to content of the undergraduate courses. 


II. HiGH ScHooL ASSISTANTS’ CERTIFICATES, TYPE A 


Subject to the conditions specified below, the academic standing for 
admission to the courses leading to High School assistants’ certificates, 
Type A, in Classics, Latin and Greek, Latin and French, English and 
French, English and Latin, French and German or Spanish, English, 
History, Mathematics, Mathematics and Physics, Science, and Home 
Economics is an honour degree in Arts from any one of—the University 
of Toronto, Queen’s University, McMaster University, the University 
of Western Ontario; the academic standing in Agriculture is the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Agriculture from the University of Toronto with 
66 per cent. in the graduating year. 

1. The courses in the departments specified above shall be the honour 
courses as defined in the calendars of the respective universities. After 
due notice from any one of the four universities, the Minister may accept 
modifications of its courses for the academic requirements for admission to 
the High School Assistants’ courses, Type A. 

2. Honour degrees in Arts from other British universities in courses 
which are deemed to be the equivalent of those prescribed in the calendars 
of the four Ontario universities may be accepted by the Minister as the 


academic requirements for admission to the High School Assistants’ courses, 
Type A. 
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3. The standard for each year shall be that prescribed by the University 
for candidates taking honour courses, with the additional provision that in 
the final honour work of the department the standard shall be at least 
second class honours (66 per cent.). 


4, (a) Students (i) who hold the degree of Bachelor of Physical and 
Health Education, or who hold the diploma in physical education of the 
University of Toronto, with a final standing of at least 60 per cent., or 
(ii) who are otherwise qualified to enter the High School Assistant’s course, 
Type B, and have completed the two-year normal course in physical 
education of the Margaret Eaton School, with a final standing of not lower 
than 60 per cent., may proceed to a High School Assistant’s certificate, 
Type A, in Physical Education on conditions to be learned on application 
to the Ontario College of Education. 


(b) Students who hold the degree of Bachelor of Arts obtained in the 
honour course in Fine Art or in Art and Archaeology, with a final standing 
of at least 60 per cent., may proceed to a High School Assistant’s certificate, 
Type A, in Art and Crafts on conditions to be learned on application to 
the Ontario College of Education. 


(c) Students (i) who are otherwise qualified to enter the High School 
Assistant’s course, Type B, and hold the degree of Bachelor of Music of 
the University of Toronto, or (ii) who hold the degree of Bachelor of Arts 
of the University of Toronto obtained in the honour course in Music with 
a final standing of at least 60 per cent., or (ili) who are otherwise quali- 
fied to enter the High School Assistant’s course, Type B, and hold the 
teacher’s or performer’s diploma in Singing of the Toronto Conservatory 
of Music, may proceed to a High School Assistant’s certificate, Type A, 
in Music on conditions to be learned on application to the Ontario College 
of Education. See also Music, page 10. 


5. The Minister shall have authority to deal with any case not covered 
under the above. Each university shall submit to the Minister a recom- 
mendation on any case whose merits justify special consideration. 


INSPECTORS’ CERTIFICATES 


The following are the provisions of the Department of Education of 
Ontario governing the academic qualifications of candidates for Public 
School Inspectors’ certificates: 


UNIVERSITY STANDING 


A degree, if from the University of Toronto, as follows: 
(a) An honour degree in Arts as prescribed for admission to the course 
leading to the High School Assistant’s certificate, Type A, 
or 
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(b) A pass degree in Arts with an average standing of 66 per cent. at 
the final examination for the degree and with standing in English 
for any two of the three final years, 

or 

(c) A degree in Agriculture (B.S.A.) with an average standing of 66 per 

cent. at the final examination for the degree. 


Note.—A candidate shall extend his course over at least four years 
from Grade XII or its equivalent, and he shall attend the University 
classes: (a) for at least two complete regular sessions; or (b) for at least 
one complete regular session and two complete sessions of the summer 
school; or (c) for at least four complete sessions of the summer school, or 
its equivalent.
